Transactions on account of yellow fever at Laredo, Tex. — Inspection of 

Rio Grande City. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Sauvignet reports, through Passed Assist- 
ant Surgeon Richardson, as follows: 

Laredo, Tex., May £7, 1904.. 
Rio Grande City has good surface drainage, being situated on the 
sides of a hill. The city is divided into blocks, with alleys between 
the back parts of the lots. The streets are not worked at all and 
there is no garbage system; notwithstanding this, there was very little 
trash in the streets at the time of my visit, probably because of the 
very heavy rain that had fallen a few days previous to my arrival. 
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
